Janesvillo about two months ago 
a 


movement to entirely <lo away with 
stock company Insurance was quiet- 
ly Inaugurated. A plan of organizing 
a- dozen or more mutual companies 
in'various, cities In the tobacco licit 
•was proposed and a committee con- 
sisting of F. S. Dalncs of this city, 
jr. W. Chllds of Edgerton nnd-O. C. 
l>o of Stoughlon, was appolned 
to 


take the Initial steps towards carry- 
Ing out the plan. The committee now 
announces that the work of organiza- 
tion of the first company in Janes- 
vllle will be completed at a meeting 
to be held In the city hall next Frl- 
•toy. 


A Hundred Subscribers 
The new company In 
Janesx-llle 
starts out -with 100 subscribers and 
9200.000 In Insurance. Though every 
tobacco man In this city ami Madi- 
son and the majority In Stotighton 
arc included' In the membership, the 
risks arc by no means confined to 
tobacco warehouses. Hardware 'deal- 
ers, factory owners, and men Inter- 
ested In various other branches of 
trade Tiave Joined in the movement. 
As soon as the local company is or- 
ganized similar work will .bo taken 
up at Stoughton. After that a com- 
pany will be started In 
Edgerton. 


Thenceforward It Is expected 
that 


other links to the chain will bo rap- 
Idly added. . 


'Cause of Movement 
l!When interviewed regarding 
the 


movement. F. S. Balnes said: "Tho 
amount of money paid out In prem- 
iums each-year by the tobacco men 
of this state Is $100,000. The stock 
companies arc in a sort of a trust. 
Arbitrary rates are fixed by an 
In- 


spector employed In common 
and 


from his decision there Is no appeal. 
In many instances we felt that these 
rates were unjust. 
As a result of 


the Baltimore flro we have reason to 
fear that the rates arc going to be 
even Tilgher. We ftave therefore tak- 
en these steps to further our own 
best interests. 


Methods of Procedure

"Our companies are to be organ-

The world Is outgrowing tho Idea 


•that work is a curse, a punishment, o 
even a discipline. 
Some have ever 


gone to the other extreme and regarx. 
their work as a play, a sport, a 
game. 
They enjoy to the 'full th 


stress and suspense of tho conflict 
and the thrill of victory. Their worl 
takes the place which, with other 
men. Is filled by wife, home, love, am 
the delights of friendship, of books 
and of art- Work absorbs every fae 
ulty of their being and it satisfies 
every ambition and passion. Mod 
ern business Is, on so large a scali 
that It Is not strange tnat seine flnu 
in It the gratification of every do 
sire. They work not so much for gain 
as for very joy of working." 
• 


.'This, It Is needless to say,' Is an 
advance upon the old conception o 
work as a curse. It is far better to 
regard work as a sport than as Slav 
cry. as something to bo 
eagerly 


sought after, than as a thing to. be 
avoided. 
But there is a still higher 


conception of work, which few have 
adopted as the guiding principle o 
their lives, and which, as a grand 
Ideal, will ultimately prevail with all 
• This conception of work Is that -It 
is part of a .llvlne plan. In working 
a man performs, his highest destiny 
and makes himself a partner with 
his Creator In the civilization o'f the 
world. 
Wjork from this point 


view becomes an act of religion, a 
solemn function. . It assumes some 
thing of the character of a sacrament 
Tho man. therefore, woh. works the 
hardest and achieves .the moat Is in 
this sense, the most religious man 
In working'such a man man enjoy 
the delights of achievement, and the 
fruits of success, but above all wll 
be the feeling that he. is an Instru 
ment In the hands of an almighty 
power for the furtherance of a dlvlno 
plan, and if in working ho 
gains 


wealth, it Is only to hold It as a 
trustee. 


Now such a conception of work as 


this If generally adopted would trans- 
form the world. 
It' would give a 


new charm, a new spirit, a new dig- 
nity to work. Success would no long- 
er be regarded with suspicion and 
fear. The promotion of great enter- 
prises and the control of great prop- 
erties would have much of the same 
significance as now attaches to some 
supreme act of worship or heroism 
The man who built a canal, organlz 
ed an Industry, established a great 
railroad system, developed a mine, 
invented a new machine, or discover- 
ed a new principle of science, would 
lie as truly a priest ami a minister 
as one who served at the altar. Hat- 
red of wealth would bo an act of 
Impiety, while the 
truest 
infiJel 


would not bo so much one who re- 
fused .to believe, as one who refused 
to work, for work would bo the sub- 
llmest expression of faith. 


There would be no labor problem 


tinder such a conception as that. Let 
the world accept the Idea thr.t work 
Is tho one'thing-that unites us clos- 
est to the Creator, that It Is In the 
highest sense an act of devotion, and 
there- would be no question of hours 
anJ wages of labor. Even tho hum- 
blest worker would be cnoblcd. The 
digging of a ditch, the sweeping of a 
street, the feeding of a furnace with 
coal, the* cleaning of a sewer, would 
Tiave stamped upon It the seal of 
divinity. 
There would bo no such 


'division as capital and labor. 
Thcro 


•would bo no classes. 
All would be 


workers. 


This Is a mere dream. It will he 


said. But it Is a grand Ideal toward 
which the world Is making progress 
slowly. It Is true, but surely. 


It has been onlv forty vears since 


slavery was abolished In this country. 
Yet what progress has been made In 
that tlma the world over, toward 


this Ideal. What a new dignity no 
attaches to work. It was not man 
years agb whew work seem^i do 
grading, when the "gentleman" wa 
the man of leisure. Now the million 
alrc Idler has become an object o 
scorn. Tlie line once drawn betwee 
business and the professions has dl 
appeared. 
The social ostracism c 


"trade" no longer exists. 
Our ne' 


leaders are captains of Industry. Oil 
young men arc becoming engineer 
are qualifying themselves to be ex 
ports In different lines 
of

facturlng.

soil their hands, to wear overalls 
or to use tools. .The man who doe 
things has become a type of the 
ago.

This 
Is something which tho local factory 
does not possess. Another Improve- 
ment Is an automatic dump which 
dispenses with the shovelling of corn 
and an endless conveyer which will 
carry the cars to the nusklng she.I.

There was a fair shipping demand for 
choice beeves, but the heavy receipts 
noted were not conducive to better 
prices than rnlcd the previous week, 
and hogii and sheep were unchanged.
